(b) In every instarx:e where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the 
interview as warranting favorable action must be flteJl by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for response to OfTice action as speclfted in §§ 
1.111,1.135. (35U.S.C.132) 

§ 1.2. Business to be transacted in writing. All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The persona! attendance of 
applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and Trademark Office is unn^:essary. The-action of the Patent and Trademark OfTice will be based exclusivefy 
on the written record in the Office. No attention will be paid to any alleged oral promise, stipulation, or understandir>g in relation to which there is disagreement or 
doubt.

The Interview Summary Form shall be given an appropriate paper numtier. placed in the right hand portion of the file, and listed on the "Contents* list on the flie 
wrapper. The docket and serial register cards need not be updated to reflect interviews. In a personal interview, the duplicate copy of the Form is removed and given 
to the applicant (or attorney or agent) at the conclusion of the interview. In the case of a telephonic interview, the copy is mailed to the appltoanf s correspondence 
address either with or prior to the next official communk^tion. If additional correspondence from the examiner is not likely before an allowarKe or if oXher circumstances 
dictate, the Form shouki be mailed promptly after the telephonic interview rather than with the next official communicatkm.

The Form also contains a statement reminding the appUcant of his resporsibility to record tfm substance of the interview.

If the record is not complete or accurate, the examiner wilt give the 
applicant one month from the data of the notifying letter or the remainder of any period for response, whichever is longer, to complete the respor^ and theretjy avokJ 
abandonment of the application (37 CFR 1.135(c) ). 

Examiner to Check for Accuracy 

Applk:anrs summary of what took place at the interview should t>e carefully checked to determine the accuracy of any argument or statement attributed to the 
examiner during the interview. If there is an inaccuracy and it bears directly on the questwn of patentability, it should be pointed out in the r>ext Office letter. If the 
claims are altowable for other reasons of record, the examiner should send a letter setting forth his or her version of the statement attributed to him. If the record is 
complete and accurate, the examiner should place the indication Interview record OK" on the paper recording the substance of the interview along with the data and 
the examiner's initials. 
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
